WHO ARE-THE WORKERS.—On Tues- 
day evening a professional man of 
this city was talking to a group of 
workingmen, when one of them said 
to him, “How would you like to work 
hard all day and put up with a cold 
dinner and cold coffee?” After looking 
a minute at his listeners, he replied: 
“You have worked hard, no doubt, 
but I have worked harder; you have 
eaten cold dinners, but I have eaten 
colder. When a young man I desired 
to raise money to pay a quarter’s 
tuition, and for books and clothes. . I 
looked about for work, which was 
scarce, and obtained an opportunity to 
cut cord-wood in a distant swamp at 
fifty cents a cord. I ate my breakfast 
ear!y in order to have my ax swinging 
by daylight, and I worked as long as 
I could see in the evening.

I 
tell you those frozen sausages were 
good—those dinners were relished 
better than any I have eaten since, and 
I have sat down to many costly ones.”

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‘TREATMENT OF ALFALFA ON THE 
CanaL Farm oF Lux & MILLER.—The 
way alfalfa is treated on the Canal 
Farm it is made to yield ten or fifteen 
crops a year. The farm is divided off 
into fields, separated by the most sub- 
stantial fences. When the alfalfa in 
one field has attained a height of about 
two feet a herd of cattle is turned in, 
and in a few days they browse it down 
to the roots. They are then removed 
to the next field and sheep turned in. 
Afiver they have eaten every visible 
spear they are taken off, and the land 
is again irrigated. In two weeks, under 
the stimulus of the water and the 
tropical sun, it is again ready for an- 
other herd of hungry cattle. In this 
way the farm supports about 3,000 
head of cattle constantly. The herds 
are being continually shifted, the fat 
cattle being removed and driven to 
market, while their places are taken 
by the lean kine from other sections. 
The succulent alfalfa fats the cattle 
rapidly, and this accounts for the 
excellent quality of beef in the San 
markets. — Stockton Inde-

That part of Europe has long been 
cursed with a poor class of semi- 
civilized and barbarous people. A 
rousing war would unsettle them 
largely, purify their governments and 
open the lazy inhabitants’ eyes. Rus- 
sia is the more energetic and civilized 
of the two nations. She is also more 
liberal than Turkey in her govern- 
ment policies and naturally receives 
some sympathy from Americans on 
account of the more intimate rela- 
tions which have existed between Rus- 
sia and our country. ' 

The late reverses met by the Rus- 
sian troops will cause the Czar to re- 
consider his spoliation plans. It may 
be that he will not divide the prin- 
cipslities of the recuperating ‘‘sick 
man’ during ‘the present campaign 
with the neighboring Powers. His 
Generals in the first part ef the war 
received great praise for the admirable 
military tactics and strategy which 
they displayed. But other heads were 
called into give controling counsel ; 
the war became more real ; the Turks 
began to fight, and press reports were 
less tampered with. Hence we hear 
now of poor generalship on the part 
of the Russian commanders. 

It is altogether probable, however, 
that we arenot intelligently or correct- 
ly informed as to the real results of a 
battle between the Russians and 
Turks, much less the causes which 
produce those results. Press corres- 
pondents are scarcely reliable from 
the two-fold fact that they are polit- 


all doctored before publication The 
war has never been vigorously pros- 
ecuted, nor can it be in the future. 
England has a large force at the 
Dardenelles Straits and _ rejoices 
that the Turks are victorious, because 
of the relief which these victories 
i give to her Minister. The position of 
England is at best an awkward one, 
und if Turkey can help herself out of 
| her difficuities, England will thereby 
| be relieved from an embarrassing part, 
iaside from saving the expenditure of 
many lives and much treasure. 

Russia has the sympathy of Germany 
and is urging that nution. to take an 
active part in the war. The German 
and Austrian Emperors have just had 
an important conference at Islon. 
Emperor William urged a strict. neu- 
trality on the part of Austria, who it 
seems fears to take a decided stand in 
the matter. Thus the Eastern war has 
reached. a most interesting stage, a 
condition which must necessarily in- 
crease in interest for at least a time. 
It is now required of both parties that 
they betray unusual activity during 
the remainder ot the present campaign. 
The position of the Russian . forces 
south of tha Balkan mountains is an 
unenviable one. If not promptly re- 
enforced a well conducted retreat will 
alone save them from defeat and __sur- 
render. In Asia Minor the Russians 
have again been defeated. _ Russian 
troops are also suffering in the low- 
lands of Bulgaria and along the basks 
of the Dobrudscha with malarial fevers. 
Thus it appears that the troops of 
Alexander 1s surrounded in every quar- 
Iter by unfavorable circumstances. 
Hence the query arises why should 
the Sultan feel depressed over’ the 
prospects of the war? Does he feel 
that the reverses sustained by the Rus- 
sian troops are only tethporary and 
that they mean that the conflict will 
be longer and more sanguine, the 
Muscovite in the end proving victori 
ous? The time has arrived for a vig- 
orous prosecution of the war, and we 
may expect to hear of a number of 
severe engagements, much strategy 
and a fearful amount of lying.

I think it is woman’s right to be 
the first to clasp in tender arms the 
infant child; her right to calm its 
woes from the moment it enters life 
until it breathes the last groan of 
infirm age; her right when standing 
alone in life, as though upon some 
wave-washed rock, to support and 
comfort those who are washed away 
by the wild breakers of misfortune ; 
her right to feel the keenest pang 
affliction’s stroke can yield, but still to 
bear it with submissive brow, though 
broken heart, for it is her right to 
have fond ones cling around her across 
whose fireside she must cast no cloud ; 
her right, no matter how down trod- 
den or repulsed, to have the fibres‘of 
the heart wound round something 
pure and good, some precious gift 
spared to her by Him ‘who tempers 
the wind to the shorn lamb.” Per- 
haps it may be but a little child 
afflicted ; but though its tiny hands 
may be deformed, or its helpless body 
be wasted by disease, its eye never

the construction of the road in con- 
templation. 

Dr. Hutchins, Mr. Larcombe, Dr.

Mr. J. Lewison, one of the four 
committeemen from Truckée, “was 
then called upon fora speech. * He 


seconded the statements of Mr. Ford 


in reference to the united efforts now 
being made by Truckee to secure the 
means to build: the road in question. 
The lumbermen of Truckee were so 
situated that it was almost an impera- 
tive necessity with them that this rail- 
road be built. Whilethe C. P. R. R. 
had not stated definitely what aid 
they would give, yet he was satisfied 
from the assurances given by Chas.

War Notes. 


————— 


Late advices from the seat of war in 
Europe give a very gloomy picture of 
the Russian position. The ‘‘sick man” 
has proven superior to the description 
which has been given of him, and 
shown a vitality which was not ex- 
pected. Osman Pasha, after defeat- 
ing the Russians, has reinferced his 
main army at Plerna and seized the 
stronghold at Selvi. This position is 
one of great strategic importance, as it 
threatens the Russian post at Tirnova 
and covers the passes of the Balkans. 
The Russian line between Tirnova 
and Selvi is threatened by Osman and 
Mehamit Ali, who are striving to join 
their forces. The Czar is rushifg for- 
ward reinforcements to strengthen his 
lines of communication with reserve 
forces, and it will need great haste in 
order to avert threatened disaster. 
The Russians have, in. other. words, 
sustained a signal defeat, and- unless 
relief arrives soon must abandon their 
advanced posts. This practically de- 
feats their plan of campaign,and active 
measures will probably be abandoned 
until next season. Suleiman’ Pasha 
will try to reach Bulgaria and benefit 
by the Russian reverse, while the new 
Russian levies will be hurried forward 
to protect that which has been gained. 
Russia has entreated aid from Servia, 
and the Turks have a _ hope of Assist- 
ance from an abler power. The war 
is only poabtecatly begun.

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The Ralroad Question. 


Both Sides of the Oase—How the Peo 
ple Stand—Our Views. 


—~e aD 


A proposition of great importance 
to Reno, Virginia City and Truckee 
is before. our citizens for intelligent 
consideration. It is for us to act as 
well as think and to be wide awake 
and full of business energy in what 
we shalldo. There is not a resident 
of Washoe county who is not directly 
profited through trade or employment 
by the V. & T. R. R. that does not 
favor the construction of a railroad 
from here to Virginia City. It is 
true that many of our citizens are in- 
different on this question, because they 
feel that we have an insufficient 
amount of money to put into the new 
road. They also presume that the 
road will not be built because the 
necessary money, in their judgment 
cannot be raised. But the majority 
of people quietly faver the project 
and will lend it all the assistance 
which they can command. We have 
100 men in this county who could 
without difficulty take $100,000 worth 
of steck in this road. What Washoe 
county needs is a few men of capital 
who made that money by business 
energy and sagacity. A _ practical 
monied move would not then force us 
to action but such a project would be 
started by us. 

The objections to the road as far as 
we have learned are that it is not a 
payang investment, because trade is 
failing off in Virginia City and the 
market will not support a competing 
road. Further, that the people of 
Truckee are foolish to presume that 
they can take wood ever the new rail- 
read and the Central Pacitic railroad, 
a.distance of neatly 70 miles, as 
cheaply as Yerrington, Bliss & Co. 
cam over 21 miles ef railroad. This 
company, it is said, and we know the 
same to be true from personal obser- 
vation, have most excellent facilities 
fer the transportation of wood and 
lumber to Carson. They own a large 
timber belt around Lake Tahoe, have 
four saw mills on the Lake shore, two 
narrow gauge railroads, two Lake 
steamers and several barges and one 
of the finest flumes in the State—a 
12-mile flume down Clear creek to 
Carson. With these first-class facil- 
ities wood and lumber can be 
readily sent to Carson, and from 
thence by rail over a line in which the 
company is more or less interested, 
and to parties and mines which are 
themselves in the wood, lumber and 
mine ring. 

Again, itis said there can be ne 
doubt but what Reno, Virginia City 
and probably Truckee would receive 
positive benefits from this road, but 
just now it is almost impossible te 
meet present demands, and the people 
have not money to invest in a railroad, 
however beneficial it might be. 

The advocates of the road claim, 
among other inducements, the follow- 
ing reasons why this direct railroad to 
Virginia City should be built: A large. 
quantity of wood and lumber around 
Truckee and between Reno and that 
town would find a market, and so 
pressing is the necessity for a market 
for this wood and lumber, that fifteen 
millmen agree to furnish all the ties 
and lumber necessary for the con- 
struction of the road in question. The 
people of Truckee and vicinity say 
that they will contribute more than 
$100,000 in money toward the build- 
ing of this railroad. Now comes Reno 
and Washoe county benefits. We have 
in this valley a large body of agricul- 
tural land, which is capable of more 
than doubling its market produce. 
Virginia City is our best and largest 
market. We could readily sell in that 
city and Gold Hill thousands of dol- 
lars worth of fruit, vegetables and hay. 
What is reyuired is cheap and rapid 
transportation. The new road would 
ensure such transportation. We also 
have a meat shipping establishment

We 
bave abundant natural supplies, but 
nature has interposed a few obstacles, 
which we.can overcome. The engine 
and factory whistles are the signs that 
natures obstacles are being overcome, 
and that she is yielding to. the skill 
and energy of man that which will 
augment ‘his comfort and give real 
existence ‘to his life. A further marked 
advantage to Virginia City and Reno 
would be the cheap milling of ores. 
Wood could be furnished here to our 
citizens and quartz mills for one-third 
its present price in Virginia City. Ore 
could be brought from the ‘Comstock 
for one dollar per ton, hence it may 
be seen that an immense body of low 
grade ore, which new cannot be prof- 
itably worked, could, by reason of the 
indicated advantages, be very profit- 
ably worked. Again, it is reasonable 
to presume that a tannery and woolen 
mill would be started here because the 
market for the sale of leather and 
woolen goods would, with a direct 
railread to Virginia City, be much 
better than at present. It is alsoa 
known fact that many persons now 
residing in Virginia City. would come 
to Reno. They would be our wealth- 
iest and among our best citizens. We 
want these people. Their places in 
Virginia City would be filled by others 
and the men would do business there; 


hence Virginia City would with Reno 
gain by the operation. 

We have briefly and imperfectly sta- 
ted a few of the many advantages to 
be derived from a direct railroad from 
Reno to Virginia City. Now, as to 
the funds. In this matter there must 
be united and intelligemt action. Not 
a man should be lukewarm, but all 
should beara part. Truckee, Reno, 
Virginia City and such aid as may be 
received from the outside, principally 
from the C. P. R. R., can without 
question easily build the proposed 
road. To engender animosities with 
any persons or corporations would be 
foolish and impolitic. Let us think 
intelligently and soberly-on this mat- 
ter and be prepared for proper action 
next Wednesday night at the meeting 
or at the earliest moment.

At this place the residents very 
much need and are desirous of build- 
ing a sidewalk, but the roadway ‘is at 
present too narrow to admit of its con- 
struction. 

To obviate the difficulties just men- 
tioned the property owners in the vi- 
cinity have subscribed the sum of $500, 
and ask the county to appropriate out 
of the Reno road fund, or any other 
available fund, the sum of $300, which 
would make a fund sufficient to grade 
the hill, fill up the hollow, cover the 
rocks and make a proper culvert 
through the stone pile. But so far

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A GENUINE STRIKE IN 
OPHIR. 


The Ore Said te Assay. $1,000 Per Ton, 


and te Clesely Resemble That Found 
in the Bonanza Mines. 
{From Thursday's Virginia Chronicle.) 
An important strike was made last 
night, shortly after the 11 o'clock 
shift got to work, in the drift running 


east from the main incline on the 1900 


level of the Ophir mine, What the 
extent of the ore-body is it is of 
course impossible to tell at this early 
date; but it is quite rich, the ore 
where struck being a black sulphuret, 


which will undoubtedly assay over 


$1,000 to the ton. It isa very soft 
ore, yielding easily to the pick—in 
this respect being very similar to that 
found in the main bonanza upon which 
the California and Con. Virginia com- 
panies have been at work for the past 
three years. The ore was first struck 


' into, as above stated, shortly after the 
"11 o’clock shift went on last night, 
and the whole body of the drift has 


since been in ore. This strike is very 
valuable, coming at a time when the 
public seem to be looking for a devel- 


opment of some kind before they will 
invest in mining stocks to any extent; 
but if the great depth at which it was 
made—the 1900 level—together with 


the general resemblance of the ore to 


that of the bonanza, is taken into 
consideration, the importance of it 
and its effect upon the prosperity of 
the Comstock region can hardly be 
overestimated. Let us all pray that 
it may hold out. 
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$250,000 Fire in San Fran- 
cisco. 


Wednesday evening about 8 o'clock, 
one of the largest fires that has visited 
San Francisco for many years was 
started, probably in the Capital box 
factory, near the city front. Nearly 
all the buildings on four blocks were 
burned. The fire was in the locality 
of Washington, Drum, East and Mer- 
chant streets. The buildings were 
principally old, dilapidated houses, 
that were a disgrace to that part of 
the city. The fire raged until 12 
o'clock. Over 100 buildings were de- 
stroyed and about 50 head of live 
stock perished in the flames. Five 
hundred tons of coal and a large 
quantity of hay were consumed. 
There were some 15,000 persons at 
the fire, yet perfect order was main- 
tained and the firemen did excellent 
service. The total loss is estimated 
at $250,000. 

THE Pautsapk Coat Mine—The 
Eureka Sentinel has the following rel- 
ative to the coal mine recently dis- 
eovered at Palisade: 


Johnny Bell, engineer on _ the 
Eureka and Palisade railroad, took on 
board a cargo of Palisade coal Sun- 
day afternoon and tested its quality 
on the trip. He reports it as an ex- 
cellent article of fuel, burning freely 
and making steam very fast. The 


~mine has improved all the way from 
the surface to a depth of fifty feet, 


and great hopes are entertained of 
eventually striking a stratum of coal 
that will prove of sufficient extent to 
warrant the erection of hoisting 
works. Messrs. Ferguson & Young 
are running a cross drift from the bot- 
of the shaft, but will soon commence 
to sink again.

| Why the South is at Peace. 


‘| Teo Busy in Developing its Resources 


to Permit Its Men te Strike. 


OF 


We ‘are glad to see the South kept 
almost entirely free from this conflict, 
which is destroying business in the 
North. Deploring such occurrences 
anywhere, we may feel deeply grati- 
fied that we are comparatively free 
from disorder, crime and violence. 
We must suffer to some extent, but 
there are many reasons why the South 
is hot in a condition to be seriously 
affected. The hard school throngh 
which we have passed has taught the 
South economy and _ self-reliance. 
This is the first great lesson, and we 
resisted it as long as possible. The 
Southern people are nearer out of 
debt than ever before in the history 
of this country. As an agricultural 
people, the proportion of those who 
produce the necessaries of life is very 
large. We lack an element of pros- 
perity. in lacking the laboring popula- 
tion of the North, in lacking it at 
such a time we lack an element of 
temporary weakness. In prosperous 
periods they contribute to the well- 
being of society by furnishing a mar- 
ket. When times are hard and they 
are out of employment they become 
consumers only. Then they are only 
a drain. An _ agricultural commu- 
nity can always stand panic, failure, 
depression, war, any misfortune, bet- 
ter than one of commercial and indus- 
trial population. We are self-sustain- 
ing; we can if need be almost live 
within ourselves, and even prosper. 
Therefore, while deploring the trouble 
which has fallen upon our neighbors 
and brethren, we should also look to 
see if we may not reasonably hope 
that we may be spared any great suf- 
fering. Of course in the gush of re- 
stored fraternity we are ready to walk 
with our brethren through the fiery 
furnace and pass through the valley of 
the shadow of death, if necessary, if 
we can't help it. But then we would 


prefer to be spared additional suffer-. 


ing. We have had enough of it, and 
if we can see our way clear to even 
profit out of the misfortunes which 
we have had nothing to do with, then 
we must,.as a duty to ourselves, go on 
building up our lines of trade and our 
own manufactories, and become self- 
sustaining, and even furnish our suf- 
fering brethren with supplies—at 
those remunerative prices which men 
are constrained to exact. 

Temporary stagnation, in some 
channels of business, we will feel in 
the South, but there is nothing in all 
this to alarm the South, If the trou- 
ble is remedied, it will be by the res- 
toration of a prosperity in which we 
shall share. If it goes on we shall ac- 
quire new self-reliance in adjusting 
our own business to meet it, and be- 
come daily more self-supporting. The 
laboring men should see that they 
do nothing to retard a_ prosperity 


which must come in the South, if we 


are all true to each other. Itisa 
prosperity which they will all share, 
and the strikes and riots in the North 
cannot prevent it. If they will madly 
cut each others’ throats, we are sorry. 
We give them our sympathy, but let 
us decline to engage in the business— 
we have other work todo. We have 
a great and glorious field here which 
will bear a good harvest for all in a 
very short time.— Nashville American.

Calamity Jane. 


. . 
The Adventures of a Remarkable Fron- 
tier Character. 


{From the Cheyenne Sun.} 

The return of the well known fren- 
tierswoman, ‘‘Calamity Jane,’ © to 
Cheyenne, which took place yester- 
day, was one of the few events of a 
dull, sultry July day. She is known 
by all the old settlers from Texas to 
the Black Hills, and from the Missouri 
to the Pacific Slope. And yet how 
few in the Rocky Mountain region 
know her real history. In conversa- 
tion last night, at the Inter-Ocean, 
with Dr. A. R. Hendricks, of Des 
Moines, Iowa, the peculiarities of the 
West and some of the odd characters 
to be found here were discussed, and 
Calamity Jane’s name was mentioned. 

“Why,” said Dr. Hendricks, ‘‘I 
was acquainted with her in lowa, and 
knew her people well. Before I came 
west I learned that she had acquired 
the sobriquet by which she is known.” 
The Sun reporter asked him to relate 
what he knew of her early history, 
with which request the Doctor com- 
plied, and it is in substance as follows: 

Calamity Jane, whose real name is 
Jane Coombs, was born at Burlington, 
Iowa, in 1847, and is therefore now 
about thirty years of age. She is the 
youngest of a family of four children, 
two boys and two girls. The father, 
- B. W. Coombs, now dead, was for 
~ many years pastor of the First Bap- 
'tist Church of Burlinton. In 1862 
she fell desperately in love with a 
young man who was, with herself, a 
member of her father’s church, and an 
engagement followed. The father 
looked with favor upon the proposed 
marriage, but the mother, alas, had 
conceived a hearty dislike for the 

oung man, and forbade him the 
ouse, . All attempts at reconciliation 
failed, and the young couple, under 
cover of the darkness of a bitter win- 
ter's night, fled from their parental 
roofs and from the State of their birth. 
The young man, whose name was 
Washbourne; took Miss Coombs to 
Galesburg, Ill., and there they were 
married. 

Leaving his wife, a young girl not 
yet sixteen, in that city, Washbourne 
entered the 6th [linois Infantry as a 
private seldier, and finally rose by 

ual promotion to a Captaincy. At 
the battle of Mill Springs, Ky., with 
Gen. Zollicoffer’s forces, and in which 
that gallant Confederate officer fell, 
Washbourne sealed his devotion with 
his blood. As soon as Mrs. Wash- 
bourne, now known as Calamity Jane, 
heard of his death she resolved to 
avenge it. Leaving Galesburg about 
the beginning of 1863, she donned 
male attire, and entered ;jthe Union 
army asascout and spy, serving in 
that capacity until the close of the 
war, in 1865. A portion of the time 
’ she carried a musket, and was in three 
of the severest engagement, finally 
marching with Tecumseh Sherman to 
the sea and back again, and stacking 
her musket within the shadow of the 
Nation’s capital. It was not until af- 
ter the war that her sex was discov- 
ered. 

In the army she passed by the name 
of Frank Marden. At the close of 
the war, like Othello, her occupation 
was gone. She drifted to Texas, and 
there, attired in male clothing, hunted 
the wild horse with the lasso, becom- 
ing quite an expert in that line. 
Since going to the Lone Star State in 
1866, she has traveled all over the 
States and Territories west of the 
Missouri river, and her name is as 
well known to the frontiersmen as 
those of Wild Bill, Texas Jack or 
Buffalo Bill. She has hunted the red 
man of the plains and the buffalo; 
served as a guide to inexperienced 
miners and trappers, and dresses in 
buckskin from top to toe a great por- 
tion of her time, she is one of: the 
best horseback riders in the West, 
plays a good game of cards or billiards 
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end is at, all ae competent to get 
away with her allowance of ‘spiritual | 
gustenance. Altogether she 1s a re- 
markable subject for the basis of a 
novel in the hands of Ned Buntline, 
Dr. Beadle or Sylvanus Cob.
